Up for Approval 


Ithaca, N. Y., April 15—After a 


two-day session here, the New York 
S t a t e 
Agricultural 
Conservation 


Committee, in charge of policies and 
regulation of the farm program in 
New York state under the Soil Con- 
servation and 
Domestic Allotment 


Act. 
carried 
its 
recommendations 


to Washington on Monday, April 6. 


During Its session here, the state 


committee conferred with staff mem- 
bers of tbe state college of agricul- 
ture, the soil conservation service 
the state bureau of- crop estimates' 
and the U. S. department of agri- 


culture. 
It formulated specific crops 


and practices to be considered as 
soil-depleting, soil-building, and «oil- 
conserving which will be submitted 
to Secretary of Agriculture Henry 
Wallace, 
for approval before they 


can be applied in New York state. 


Roy A. Porter of Elba, temporary 


chairman of the state group, in a fi- 
nal statement here said: 
"The pres- 


ent plan gives considerable latitude 
and responsibility to the state com- 
mittee 
for 
determining 
policies, 


methods of administration, and- rates 
of payment. The general plan Is the 
result of careful thought on the part 
of farm leaders in the state and of 
representatives of the State College 
of Agriculture, and the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture." 


. 
Two Types of. Payments 


Explaining that, in general, two 


ypes of payments will be made In 


New York state, one for diverting 
land from soil-depleting to soil-con- 
serving or to soil-building crops Mr 
Porter pointed out that 
"in 
this 


state, cultivated crops, canning fac- 
tory crops, vegetable crops, 
and 


small grains not seeded to grass will 
be considered as soil-depleting crops; 
and aifalfa, clover, and all other hay 
together with small grains seeded to 
grass seed will be considered M soil- 
conserving or building crops. 


-"The other type of payment will 


pe made for carrying out soil build- 
ing practices in 1936 at such rates 
and for such practices aa af e recom- 
mended by He state committee and 
approved by the Secretary of agricul- 
ture. These practices and rates of 
payment 
must be in line with a 


sound soil-conserving and land utili- 
zation program for the state. 


"Real ^dministratioa.-of the act 


will r«*t largely on county aad com- 
munity committees. The stat* com- 
mittee intendi to bring administra- 
tion M cloatly at potalbl* to the in- 
dividual ftrmtr, tad to do away wit 
uaoMMavr r«d up* ud any tvi 
d*nc*« of buramueracy, to aa to mak 
It relatively eaay for farmers no 
only to understand the act and it 
provision*, but also to comply with 
any of the provisions they desire."
